Britain stood to lose if selling 
prices fell below the wartime

Australia, New Zealand and 


South Africa feared that too low 
prices would put their wool 
growers out of business. The 


woo! states around Wyoming isa 
the U.S.A, were in the same boat, 

The result was that both within 
the British Commonwealth and 
in the U.S.A, the governments 
took deliberate steps to interfere 
with the free working of the law 
of supply and demand. They de- 
liberately planned to hold wool 
prices up 

The chief British Empire de- 
vice to effect this purpose was 
the so-called “Joint Organization” 
nicknamed JO 

Representatives of this organi 
zation attended all the wool aue- 
tions. They were empowered to 
bid up prices, to buy whatever 
amount was necessary to sustain 
whatever price level they de- 
sired. They could and did, and 
still do, hold off the market any 
amount of wool they cared to. 

They themselves estimated or- 
iginally that it would take from 
13 to 20 years to dispose of the 
4-bilion-pound surplus. Actually, 
in less than two years, the re 
maining surplus was down to 1.9 
billions 

In the U.S. the Wool Price Sup- 


port Bill (S. 1498) signed by 
President Truman on August 5, 
1947, authorizes the Commodity 


Credit Corporation to continue to 
purchase wool 


Inflation 
Danger 

The great danger after the war 
was inflation—that is, the endless 
race {0 make wages catch up with 
prices. Yet, as wool is a main 
item in the cost of living of every 
family, government price-boost- 
ing policies have contributed to 
this danger.

Alberta may or ‘may not be 
Canada’s leading province within 
the next five years but certainly 
it stands on the threshold of un- 
precedented development. The 
job of guiding that development 
falls on the Social Credit gov- 
ernment. General policy will no 
doubt be discussed at the annual 
convention in Edmonton this 
week of the Alberta Social Credit 
League, and at the first caucus 
of the Social Credit members of 
the new legislature 

First, what is the role of 
government? 

It cannot build the province 
itself but it can encourage the 
people to do it. Even the social- 
ist Saskatchewan government has 
accepted what Alberta has known 
for a long while, that wholesale 
government industry is neither 
practical economics nor practical 
politics. 

Industrial expansion is a job 
for private capital, The duty of

In general that has 
been the policy of the present 
government, for which it is to be 
commended, 

Alberta may be as rich in gas 
as in oil, but gas is not so badly 
needed at the moment. The gov- 
ernment’s duty is to encourage 
development, protect the supply 
for Alberta people and see that 
as much as possible of the pro- 


ductionis translated into  pro- 
vincial revenues 

The coal resources of Alberta 
are fabulous. Their development 
may be long delayed. But gov 
ernment policy should be made 


clear now, a policy of encourag 
ing private development not only 
for local and export heating, but 
also as a raw material for chemi- 
cal industries 

Then, too, there is Alberta's 
forest wealth which is largely 
untouched, As this can be easily 


misused, the strictest supervision 


is called for. But with proper 
conservation measures, such as 
are used in Scandinavia, timber 
resources can be turned into valu- 
able annual production without 
any depletion of the reserves 
whatsoever. Private industry can 
easily be persuaded to undertake 
this development. 

Thus far agriculture has been 
Alberta's greatest industry, and it 


falls into the same pattern. Vast 
expansion by private capital 
(meaning thousands of small 


farmers) can be expected when 
more irrigation works are pro- 
vided. The farmers themselves, 
because of their small individual 
resources, are not in a position to 


construct the main irrigation 
works 
The federal government, with 


the co-operation of the province, 


has promised to build the big 
projects. This should be speed- 
ed 


With bold yet careful govern- 
ment policies this province might 
well become the richest in Can- 
ada; richest in productivity, rich- 
est in jobs, richest in taxpayers, 
richest in government services. A 
good deal will depend on the 
foresight and wisdom of the con- 
vention and the caucus.
